collection of fishing huts, long before it 
became a fashionable watering-place 1 Of 
cour « I did, and it wus there that I saw 
Adele Berton.

Letter from Louisiana. 

NUMBER FOUR. 

Baldwin, La., Jan. 20, ’74. 

Friend Humphries :—To day the 
thermometer stands at 73° in the shade. 
People have begun out door work prepar¬ 
atory to putting in crops. T can see 
the smoke from a number of piles o 
burning cornstalks. In the fall the husks, 
while yet sweet, are cut off and cured for 
fodder, and stalks left in the field as 
worthless. Gardens are being plowed, 
orange trees transplanted, fee. Your 
winter saluted ours on the 13th, and the 
consequence was his breath nearly con¬ 
gealed us, though thermometer showed 
40° above zero. I have seen two little" 
flurries of snow, lasting about fifteen 
minutes. It is quite a study for n

ceeds a very warm one, the pores are all 
open, and without extra clothing is put 
on a cold is caught.

To day I saw a bill of sale of fifteen 
barrels of molasses. It was sold at 50 
cts. per gallon, and $37.56 deducted for 
transportation and commission. Freight 
for 100 miles, $1.50 per barrel; Com¬ 
mission 9| cts., $7.17, and balance for 
guaging, weighing, fee. There is much 
hardness felt towards the boat-owners. 
Messrs. Walker & Brunson, (Ulinoians,) 
who own a large plan tat i on about eight 
miles below, resorted to a novel utetbod 
to lower rates about two years ago.— 
They had a largo sugar house to build 
which cost $100,000, and as much of the 
material used, came from, aud through 
New Orleans, they, after counting cost, 
tried to make a bargain with tlio boat 
owners, but failed. Then they purchased 
and fitted out a boat, carried their own, 
and asmuch freight for those below asthey 
could, at reduced rates. The companies, 
not liking this, protested, but found the 
only condition that these gentlemen 
would listen to, was cheaper transporta¬ 
tion. They accepted, and the \V r alker 
boat was sold. True to their instincts of 
“making hay while tho sunshines,” if 
somebody else does the work, and only a 
bargain lias to be broken, (heads get 
damaged occasionally), their owners, dur¬ 
ing the heavy fall shipments, raised rates 
again, and again theso men bought a boat, 
and not only carried their own and 
neighbors’ produce, but entered the lino. 
She is on the Bayou yet, and although she 
has taken the advantage of circumstances 
a littlo, yet the Ida May is the boat for 
all she can accommodate. 

There are two mail boats, which alter¬ 
nate, one going up, and tho other down, 
each day. A while ago one of tho smal¬ 
ler ones annoyod the mail boat, by get¬ 
ting iu the channel and keeping her Irom 
passing. After a few altsmpts, the cap¬ 
tain of the larger ran into the saucy lit¬ 
tle craft, badly breaking her decks and 
wheel, causing her to lie one side in 
haste. 

Southern blood is hot, and whiskey 
can't cool it, no between a bad disease 
and worse remedy faithfullyappliod, often 
things get uncomfortable. I read a little 
sketch in one of the State papers that 
evidently emanated from the brain of a 
promising scion of Southern chivalry. 
I will give the substance in my own 

words. A party of “gentlemen" of- 

villago, wishing to spend a social evening, 

met at Mr. B-s coffee house, and at 

the outset, proposed to lay their firearms 
aside, that nothing might occur to mar 
their pleasure. In the course of the 
evening, when hilarity was at its height, 
a young man happened in, and no one 
telling him of the order, (I suppose they 
were so drunk they could not,) he kept 
his pistol, and ah a few words arose be¬ 
tween him and another, tho pistol was 
snatched and he was shot dead. J have 
tried to keep to the exact words that are 
needed to give you an idea of tho sketch, 
and no sarcasm was intended. The 
writer very mildly delared that it wan a 

cruel thing to shoot Mr.-as he was 

a quiet inoffensive tailor. How com¬ 
mendable in this company of gentlemen 
to put their firearms one side, knowing 
they would get drunk. Fancy this in 


one of our Northern newspapers. One 
ieels strangely in Louisana. You take 
up a paper an.d read what each planter 
in a certain parish produced last year 
the number of acres of cane and corn he 
bad, fee., and in this manner you soon 
get a picture of the whole State right be- 
foreyour mind,and us soon as yougetaccus- 
tomed to 4,000 acre farms, you feel that 
this must be a small fraction compared 
to what a state North is. I wonder how 
many columns would be needed in our 
country papers to give the reader a clear 
idea of what each farmer within its limits 
was doing. 

The labor system is very corrupt here, 
and is being internally agitated by 
“strikes.” Planters have given twenty 
dollars a month, aud the laborer must 
buy his provisions at the plantation store. 
He (the planter) can buy now, (scarcity 
of money has lowered prices at least 20 
per ct.,) in New Orleans as cheap, near¬ 
ly, as in New York, but pays 75 cts. a 
hundred for freight. After adding this 
to a strong profit he retails to his laborers, 
and if one without a family has managed 
to savQ a dollar it is so much more in 
his (the planter’s) pocket as he can keep 
it back or charge extra on a few articles. 
There is no help for the colored men. 
Tho laws are poor and often tho enfor¬ 
cers poorer. 

If they refuse to work they may go 
hungry, as those who pay are in a small 
minority. Granges have been formed, 
and resolutions passed to cut wages down 
to thirteen dollars a month (equivalent 
to about eight with you.) The laborers 

they will not work for this, and in some 
parishes, those who would are not al¬ 
lowed to by bolder ones. In Tei^aboune 
parish an armed force was called from 
New Orleans to keep the peaco. Some 
planters, mostly northern men keep the 
old rates. The song is, “Poor planters, it 
takes all they can earn to pay help,” and 
“tax and mortgage” comes in as chorus. 
The troth is, many have not paid taxes 
in years, as collections have not been en¬ 
forced, and a mortgage had but little 
power to frighten, as foreclosures were 
but seldom, (I don’t understand why.) 
But the signs of the times soern chang¬ 
ing, as a new class of men are getting in¬ 
to power. 

New, somebody must retrench, but the 
the idea of giving up clubs, traveling 
and other indulgences, (sometime spirit¬ 
uous, not given bylpriests,) is not to be 
thought of, and work is degrading, and it 
is so unreasonable iu the “nigger” not to 
be glad to give up half his rations.— 
“Poor planters!” They growl and swear 
because somebody will not set them on 
their feet again, but can’t “rest their 
soles” on less than 1500 acres. The idea 
that a man can take off his coat and 
work in his field, has never occurred : to^. 
them, and getting a living from a hun¬ 
dred acres is a starvation hobby. (I have 
gained my information by reading both 
sides of the question, and from old 
residents here.) An acre will yield a 
h’hd of sugar of 1200 lbs., which sells at 
an average of six cents a pound, or a 
bale of cotton 500 lbs., now selling at 
sixteen cents a pound. Labor is cheap¬ 
er, and less required than at the North. 
This is the average of poor years, as 
theso plantations have yielded two and 
three h’hds per acre. 

A postscirpt to my last letter and will 
close. Cauc j nice is cleansed in the first 
kettle by bisulphate of lime. Some of 




is about like our nine 1 cent sugar,) as 
much of it is refined in New Orleans. 
Really, more than six cents a pound is 
realized here, as tho number of pounds 
deducted for the hogshead ia much less 
than the actual weight. The quality is 
not uniform, the top being quite dry 
sugar, and a foot or two at the bottom 
giving sugary molasses.

the language of signs being his 
only natural and vernacular language. 

This dissertation brings us back to the 
point already stated that, as children 
need for the early development of their 
faculties a natural language, the lan¬ 
guage of signs, being the only natural 
language for true deaf-mutes, is the one 
best adapted to their case. It is the 
only language which deaf-mute children 
will learn spontaneously, by merely see¬ 
ing it used by those around them ; the 
only medium of com m unicatien also 
which, for deaf-mutes, admits of that ra¬ 
pidity of conversation which promotes 
mental activity and social enjoyment. It 
admits of communication at some con¬ 
siderable distance and in a dim light, 
where both writing and labial reading 
would be useless. And, lastly, this lan¬ 
guage of signs is the only means by 
which deaf-mutes can hold a public dis¬ 
cussion, feel the power of eloquence from 
the living orator, or join in prayer and 
praise a gifted preacher. 

It seems pi’oper to explain what we 
mean by a language of signs, as many 
people have no clear ideas on that point. 
This language is not, as some suppose, 
the manual alphabet, though the letters 
of tliat alphabet may be used to form 
many signs. The proper use of this alpha¬ 
bet is to Bpell words on the fingers. It 
may be used, after practice,# with twice 
or thrice the rapidity of writing, and 
blessed with nimble fingers and

WHAT IS SAID OF THE WEAVER TUltBINB

Permit mo to correct some error’s of 
tho printer in my first number. I note 
them because they change the sense, and 
because they give me opportunity to re¬ 
peat some important points. 

Aboutthe middleof the fifth paragraph, 
it should read, “A portion of the lat¬ 
ter (those who were not born deaf) hav¬ 
ing learned to talk fluently, and, in many 
cases, to read before they became deaf, 
belong to the class known as seuii-muteB.” 

In the seventh paragraph, it should 
read, “The term (of instruction) is often 
materially shortened by the impatience 
of the parents or of the deaf-mutes them¬ 
selves.” 

In the eleventh paragraph, it should 
read, “Learn or devise signs by which 
you can communicate with your deaf 
child, and more than half the task is 
done.” 

In the twelfth and last but one para¬ 
graph read, “Too many uneducated 
mutes are a burden and a disgrace.” It 
must, however, be admitted that some 
“graduated” mutes are'equally “a burden 
and a disgrace,” chiefly because for want 
of an early home education and good 
home influences, they weht astray in 
the world after graduating. [Perhaps 
the errors above noted might have been 
corrected if the editor, who was then in 
Watertown, had read the proof.] 

To resume our subject. There are 
three classes of deaf-mute children ; those 
who were either bom deaf, or lost their 
hearing before learning to speak ; those 
who became deaf after acquiring the 
power of speaking so as to make their 
wishes and complaints known ; and those 
who learned not only to speak but to 
read before they became deaf. As these 
three classes require different treatment, 
we will consider them separately in order. 

THE TRUE DEAF AND DUMB. 

The elass thus indicated is the one 
whose mental and moral peculiarities are 
the most marked, and whose education is 
the most difficult, so difficult that they 
were held for many centuries to be 
wholly incapable of instruction, and even 
now it must be admitted that many of 
this class, especially of those whose early 
home education was neglected, after years 
of diligent instruction by the ablest 
teachers, fail to acquire more than a 
scanty and imperfect knowledge of the 
written language of their country. This, 
however, is not so much because the use 
of their own more rapid and convenient 
language of signs makes them neglect the 
itse of words, as because, to all who have 
Jnever learned words through the ear, a 
language of words is both tedious and 
Xmnatural; difficult to remember, and ex¬ 
tremely difficult to use as a medium of 
thought. What children need for the 
»arly development of their ideas and 
Snental-faculties is a natural language, 
one that readily clings to the memory, 
*tnd can be used in conversation with the 
ordinary rapidity of conversation. Spoken 
"Words, though the words of any language 
ure arbitrary (that is, do not of them- 
relves suggest the ideas they stand for,) 
fitill form a natural medium of conversa¬ 
tion and of thought. The articulate 
rounds, ringing so continually in the ears 
of tire child, with nil their explanatory 
Variations of tone and emphasis, soon 
tiling naturally to his memory, and form 
the very body of his intellectual life. 
Cpoken words, perceived or remembered 
us sounds, vibrating along the auditory 
nerve, pass through the mind with an 
easy and natural current, aiding the 
memory and making easy the processes 
of thought and reasoning. But where 
Bpoken words have never rung in the 
cars, the words that can only be |>erceiv- 


some 

quick eyes can use 
with a rapidity approaching that of de¬ 
liberate speech. But for very small 
children, words thus spelled are too com¬ 
plicated to be easily remembered. They 
need something more simple.. 

The foundation of the language of 
signs is the pantomime ; that is, the im¬ 
itation of actions and expressions ®f the 
countenance, the pointing to persons, 
places and things; the tracing of outlines 
of objects in the air, d-'o. This mode of 
communication is so natural that aU men 
have recourse to it when throwu among 
people whose spoken language they do 
not understand. It is the only language 
which, in its elements, is self-explana¬ 
tory. Meagre as it may seam to be in 
the hands of a novice, use and cultiva¬ 
tion soon develop a wonderful capability 
of expansion and improvement. After 
such improvement, this language admit* 
of a rapidity of conversation surpassing 
even that of speech, and is also superior 
to speech in graphic eloquence, placing 
.before the eyes the very actions and 
passions represented. 

But though the elements of this lan¬ 
guage, and one skilled in pantomime can 
carry on a conversation to a very consid¬ 
erable extent by using only such natural 
signs as every one cf quick perceptions 
will understand, still, for ease and rapid¬ 
ity of communication, a cultivated dia¬ 
lect of signs soon comes to abound sp 
much in abbreviated, in metaphorical, 
and even in arbitrary signs, as to be 
quite unintelligible to a stranger. For¬ 
tunately, however, only a few simple 
signs are necessary in the beginning; 
and by adding otlnars as occasions arise 
for their use, both ibc ffeaf-mute child 
and the family will find their language of 
signs and their skill in its use growing, 
without sensible labor, ns fast us they 
need it. 

The easiest way to learn a language 
of signs is certainly to find some living 
teacher, either a deaf-mute or one accus¬ 
tomed to converse with deaf-mutes; for 
it is very difficult to describe the motions 
which constitute signs so as to give more 
than a dim idea of them. I would, 
therefore, strongly advise the parents of 
a deaf-mute child to seek the acquaint¬ 
ance of some well educated deaf-mute ; 
if they are able, to. employ some deaf- 
mute young lady a* a tutoress for the 
child; if they cannot do that, then to 
encourage the visits of some one that 
can converse by signs. 

But if neither of these plans is prac¬ 
ticable, let the parents and sisters or 
brothers of the child follow these simple 
directions for forming a dialect of signs. 

Having either learned or devised a few 
signs representing things of most inter¬ 
est to the child, bread, cake, apple, 
dog, cat, boy, girl, papa, mamma, water, 
candle, etc., let the parents or any two 
members of the family get up a little 
conversation by means of these signs in 
the presence of tho child, taking care to 
attract its attention. For instance, let 
one make the sign for cake, and let the 
other bring an apple, which the first re¬ 
jects, repeating the sign for cake, which 
is at last brought, and the bringer re¬ 
ceives a commendatory nod. This will 
be more impressive than if the thing 
asked for should be brought at first. The 
child, as soon as able to walk, will take 
pleasure in bringing things designated 
by signs. In this way the child will 
learn the signs for every thing it sees 
around it as early as hearing children 
learn the names of such things. What

This iH 
the beginn ;ng of the branch of the Mis¬ 
sion spoke i of by Rev. Mr. Berry some 
time since.! 

This winter haB been quite mild, dif- 
foreui fyo/l last year. Toward spring 
we may bake morh snow £o the joy of the 
lumbermen! who look for it for tbojiaul- 
ing of lumtrr, Michigan being an exten¬ 
sive lumbciicountry. Last vacation some 
of our largoVioys in school earned in saw¬ 
mills moneyienough to clothe themselves 
grnteely for the year. One of them, being 
more frugal than the rest, managed to 
put out #20 kt intOfegtr-ra good begin¬ 
ning for a boy. It appears that in the 
West a larger! proportion of “pupils” are 


put before the mouth, and moved as a 
bird moves its bijl, fhis sign alone de¬ 
notes a hen, the most familfel’ kind of 
fowl. By making a bill of two fingers in¬ 
stead of one, we denote the broad-billed 
family, ducks and geese and their kind, ‘ 
easily distinguishable from each other by 
adding other signs, as those of size, col¬ 
or, <fcc. In many cases it will be as good 
a way as any to distinguish between an¬ 
imals of the same kind by adding tho first 
lotter of the name. A broad bill and S, 
fpr instance, may denote a swan; two 
great e&yp and M a mule; but with A an 
ass. 

The sign for pig is made by puiiipg, 
one hand under the chin, and imitating 
the motion of a hog’s snout in rooting; 
and the same sign with a suitable ex¬ 
pression of the countenance denotes the 
swinish quality of want of cleanness, in 
short dirty. Washing the hands affords 
a natural feign for cleanness, and also for 
innocence. 

The reader will easily understand that 
the signs for male, female and young are 
added to signs for animals when necessa¬ 
ry for distinction. For the young wo 
indicate their size, or the action of lidd¬ 
ing a gfiild in arms. Thus the ears of a 
horse and the gaii^ral sign for female de¬ 
note a mare ; clapping the thigh; and in¬ 
dicating a small size with the two hands 
a puppy ; drawing the thumb and finger 
from the mouth as if along a cat’s whis¬ 
kers, and tho general sign for male, a tom¬ 
cat. 

The sign for a house is made by placing 
one hand on the other two or three times, 
•to represent flows, or stories, and then 
joining them above in tli© slnipe of a roof. 
Tliis sign for roof, repeated several times, 
with a slight change of place, denotes a 
town. A fence is denoted by spreading 
the fingers and joining them so as to re¬ 
present rails, and this sign drawn out 
represents an enclosed space, that is a 
field ; and withjtthe indication of wider 
space, a counir*. 

A tree is very naturally expressed by 
holding one arm up from the elbow, with 
tho fingers spread for branches, and this 
sign repeated several times denotes a 
wood or forest. 

A sea is represented by figuring waves 
with the hands ; a boat by joining the 
hands to form a hollow, and giving them 
a rocking motion ; a ship by the hand 
with the thumb and two fingers upright 
to figure masts, adding a rocking motion; 
a steamer by imitating, with the two 
hands, the motion of its side wheels; a rail¬ 
road by running two fingers of the 
right hand along two fingers of the left, 
the former representing the wheels of a 
train and the latter the rails. 

Bread is denoted by the motion of cut¬ 
ting a slice, the left hand standing for 
the loaf, and the right for the knife ; po¬ 
tatoes, by sticking two fingers, represent¬ 
ing a fork into the other fist; pie by the 
motion of cutting out a piece, as in the 
case of bread, one hand being the pie, 
and the other the knife.. 

In these descriptions of signs, I have 
aimed to give such as aro most simple 
and easily described. No ope can learn 
a language of signs from written descrip¬ 
tions, but such descriptions will give use¬ 
ful hints, from which any intelligent per¬ 
son, in constant communication with a 
deaf-mute child may aid that child to 
form a copious and convenient dialect of 
signs. 

Having filled out the spacefor one num¬ 
ber, I will, in my next, describe some of 
the signs used for moral and intellectual 
ideas, such as truth, justice, memory, 
etc ; and then pass to the mod® of teach¬ 
ing words.

Hence it is that only 
the more gifted portion of the true deaf
